There are several countries represented in the PA and 
last year the annual meeting was held in Sigl a nd to satisfy European members. 
In general, however, the organization is American dominated and run. Although 
not politically or professionally powerful, it serves as an identification 
and reinfUriemeat mechanism for the out-group of paraseientists. 

One of the better known and highly respected members of the parapsyeho- 
logical Association and f o r merl y with Dr. Rhine for 25 years is Ifcr. Gaither 
Pratt, presently at the University of Virginia, Medical School. His prin- 
cipal interest at present is the identification of good SO? subjects at 
the University of Virginia. Be recently authored a book and is also lecturing 
on ESP throughout the country. 

Ur. Pratt has visited Rsyl twice In Prague and has made two trips to 
Bnssiaitfe discuss EBP with Professor Vasiliev and other interested scientists.

Puharieh is a 
very personable Individual has a hroad scope of interests beyond the 
eoeult area.

Dr. Puiharieh. is concerned with bio-aedieal 
research and development at the Inteleetron Carp., and he does Hake only 
an occasional research foray in BBE>. 

One of the better kaom European centers of ESP ia at the University 
of Utrecht under the Direction of Br.

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Further breakthroughs which give ware sophisticated techniques far 
understanding the functioning of the aditft and body perhaps vill erode the 
fussiness ©? £sp claims and permit more precis! studies of these now ephemeral 
gifts or powers. Unfortunately , aa has been indicated, the parapsychologist 
is not apt to have the technical skills to utilise the equipment and aeti- 
ology relevant to the problems and progress will he made hy the other 
scientists as aa adjunct to their sere conservative interests . 

2here are a number of research studies now in progress of acceptable 
worth that will at least hear peripheral interest to the study of ESP jfanmerm. 

1. Concern with Interpersonal inter^stic®is--scB«id»ere here the social 
or b ehav ioral scientist is conscious of the as-yet unmeasured cues which are 
registered, processed, integrated and used to assess other persons. We 
taotr that individuals vary in their ability to be aware of the reaction 
taxability of these. We refer to this as sensitivity and classify individuals 
along such a continuum, fhis skill, or gift, is not completely understood 
^4 so far it is not considered extra sensory. Perhaps it eould be called 
su pr a sensitivity. All sensory inputs contributing to a mare -accurate -than- 
average assessment and prediction of how this individual behaves. 

Studies systematically exploring cuss utilised by persons defined as 
operating on this supra sensory level would help us identify the st&tle 
behaviors which are so rich in predictive information. It seems reasonable 
to believe that top-notch salesmen operate on such cues, as do confidence men 
sad highly skilled diagnosticians . 

Is this sensitivity a product of an unusual neufilogical structure? I® 
it a conceptual thought processing system, unique to some? Or is it perhaps 
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a sing le or multiple, highly developed sensory path which we presently do 
aot measure effectively (an acute olfactory sense combined with other data)?

contribute to understanding of acme aspects of the sore ephemeral phenomena.

There are many less than impressive researchers la this area, hut vith the 
development of appropriate measuring tools and the pressure to know Bore 
about environmental and ecological factors, better scientists are becoming 

The research on ionisation effect on behavior and health la spotty hut 
premising. Atmospheric conditions and their mark on the body and mind is 
moving from eld vtves tale status to systematic documentation. Even effects 
of gravitational factors of earth and other planets are beginning to go 
beyond the astrologlst charts. Radiation, nan induced and natural, has 
earn under scrutiny by the scientific cossBuni^^vhen before all of these 
• Objects ware discussed in science fiction or the occult. Science is 
bringing system to such studies, speculation is structured as testable 
hypotheses rather than hopes. Identification of the appropriate variables 
are sought in order to identify the conditions under which the phenomena 
c an be controlled, studied and eventually isolated for cause and effect 
relationships. Hhen this is occcecaplished, then the phenomenon can be under- 
stood and put in its propfcry place in the system of knowledge. 

3. Fundamental to any research in the esoteric is a real understanding 
of neurological function of man. There is considerable research possible 
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today with the development of bioelecironic aparatus and caaq?uters that were 
« ia the hypothesis stage in the past* Through studies, we hope 

to relate behavior specifically to neurological and biochemical events of 
the human mchanisa. Such findings will begin to permit control and mnl-

««r neurological input systems can be evaluated. At tee same time, function

k. Be ae e r ch on memory has been a popular pastime far the dabbling 
of investigations for many years starting seriously fro® a laboratory 
approach by Ebblnghaus in 1885, Most of an* knowledge is concentrated in 
tee short -tern basis because of tee difficulties of studying subjects under 
ecBtrolled condi tions for long periods of time. This neglect of an important 
knowledge area is slowly being, corrected or adjusted. The theoretical 
implications fro® a functional as well as organic approach to tee storage 
of information say have major implications for the 2 research. 

5 . She use of computers for analysis of complex data and manipulation 
of response order would appear to be a tool with which new and old research 
data can be examined. These techniques are certainly praising; ** aeons 
of "milking’’ information and for isolating treads of subjects in their "hits" 
or "misses" when responding to tee standard ESP experiments. Some Inves- 
tigators in the field are quite excited about tee coeputerfe potential. 

This is not a complete review of the ISP field, nor can one be written 
because of tee constant changes imposed ©a persons, attitudes, and situations. 
The paper should, however, give tee reader a smattering of knowledge about 
tee complexity of evaluating tee finding# erf* such research.
